The confrontation started calm­ 
ly but ended in a pushing-shoving 
contest. 


Gov. 
Ross Barnett, who has 
twice turned away the 29-year-old 
Air Force veteran in his per­ 
sistent attempt to break the color 
barrier at “Ole Miss.” also flew 
to Oxford but sent Johnson to 
stop Meredith this time. 


The Negro was turned aside as 
the nation in general, and the 
federal government in particular, 
watched a deliberately defiant act 
of protest against federal interfer­ 
ence in state affairs. 


Meredith, who was refused ad­ 
mission by Barnett here l a s t 
Thursday and at the state college 
board offices in Jackson Tuesday, 
flew here today from New Or­ 
leans. He arrived in a car, ac-

Johnson that Meredith's admi 
sion had been ordered by federal 
courts.

The meeting started out amica­ 
bly with Johnson and McShane, 
but quickly turned into a test of 
wills.

Meredith appeared 
calm and stayed behind McShane 
as he walked from one point to 
another in the line trying to find 
a hole.

“They are here because of the 
possibility of danger to lives,” 
said Johnson, a slender man with 
sharp facial lines. 
Finally, Doar said “We want to 
call upon you for the last time to 
let this man in." 
Action Applauded 
After 
about five minutes of 
pushing and shoving, the m ar­ 
shals and Meredith got in their 
cars and left the edge of the 
campus w'hile a rippling of hand- 
clapping came from the plain­ 
clothesmen and state trooper . 
Meredith’s car drove away. 
Barnett stood firm in his open 
defiance of the executive and ju­ 
dicial branches of the federal gov­ 
ernment despite an implied warn­ 
ing by the administration that it 
would send troops, if necessary. 
The 
administration thus was 
faced with the possibility of or­ 
dering federal troops into the 
South for the second time in five 
years to enforce school desegre­ 
gation decrees. 
Five years and two days ago— 
Sept. 24, 1957 — President Eisen­ 
hower ordered airborne units into 
Arkansas when Gov, Orval Fau- 
bus refused to comply with court- 
ordered integration of Little Rock 
Central High School. 
Faubus has ordered state Na­ 
tional Guardsmen to keep Ne­ 
groes from the school, and Eisen­ 
hower countered by sending the 
airborne troops into the city.

bridge between the homey ele­ 
mentary school and the highly 
departmentalized high school. 
The curriculum of the six . 
seven . eight grade school can 
differentiate more widely. The 
inquisitiveness of this age group 
is more thoroughly capitalized. 
Several Questions 
School board members raised 
several questions about the Scars­ 
dale plan, such as whether Ne­ 
shaminy School District should 
necessarily be one of the first 
school districts to adopt such a 
plan; and whether the present 
Neshaminy system couldn’t be im­ 
proved without relocating pupils.

Bassett Sees 
Saving Of 
‘Thousands’ 


Bucks County Treasurer Ray­ 
mond Bassett yesterday proposed 
a revolutionary tax claims system 
which he said if adopted “could 
save the county thousands of dol­ 
lars.” 
At a meeting with the Bucks 
County Commissioners yesterday, 
Bassett suggested that the county 
enter full tilt into the real estate 
business. 
The move, he said, 
would reap for the county sub­ 
stantial profits which are some­ 
times made by real estate specu­ 
lators who buy properties at the 
treasurer’s annual Delinquent Tax 
Lien Sale. 
Tax Claim Bureau 
Bassett told the commissioners 
he would like to set up a tax 
claim bureau which would re­ 
ceive all delinquent real estate 
taxes that are now turned over 
to 
the 
county 
commissioners. 
The county receives the money 
from the sales. 
At the sales, the treasurer se.ls 
judgements against the properties 
but those buying the judgments 
must wait two years before they 
can go to court to attempt to 
acquire title to the property. 
If the delinquent taxes are paid 
within the period the buyer can­ 
not get the property. 
Purchasing Price 
Bassett’s proposed tax claim 
bureau would search titles for 
validity, mortgages, and judge­ 
ments, and when the property 
was put up for sale by the treas­ 
urer, the purchasing price would 
include all liens against the prop­ 
erty. 
However, before the properties 
were put up for sale, they would 
be surveyed with 
an 
eye 
to­ 
wards how the county might use 
them. Bassett said yesterday that 
the county park board, health de­ 
partment, 
and 
other 
agencies 
could often make use of proper­ 
ties on which the taxes have not 
been paid. 
Bassett also proposed that the 
property be surveyed and classi­ 
fied by the county planning com­ 
mission, so that if a particular 
property was, 
for 
example, 
a 
prime industrial site, this could 
be considered and included in the 
market price of the property. 
Bassett proposed that all prop­ 
erties offered by the county for 
sale be handled by the Bucks 
County Board of Realtors. 
Receptive to Idea 
The commissioners told Bassett 
they were receptive to the idea, 
but were concerned whether or 
not such a program would be 
legal. 
They told Bassett to have his 
solicitor, Lee B. Lansberry, check 
out the law with county Solici­ 
tor Samuel S. Gray Jr. Lansberry 
attended the meeting along with 
officials from the park board, 
planning commission, and Bucks 
County Park Foundation.

Soldiers Kidded Stewardesses During Ditching Drill

ABOARD THE S S CELERINA, 
OFF IRELAND (U PI)-T he bat- 
tared survivor* of the crash at 
sea Sunday have only praise for 
those responsible for their lives. 
Four hours after takeoff from 
Gander, 
Newfoundland, 
at 
the 
point of no return, two engines 
had to be feathered. No, I had a 
runway 
prop 
and 
No. 
3 had 
caught on lire. 
t 


Although the plane still had two 
engines and could fly for a long 
time the stewardess began ditch­ 
ing drill. 
Spirit was high on tile plane 
and many of the young soldiers 
aboard the plane — most headed 
overseas 
for 
the 
first 
tim e - 
kidded the stewardesses and said 
they wanted to be in same life­ 
raft with them. 
Near the r6ar of the plane sat 
a 
newly 
married 
couple, 
the 
bride, on her first flight, began 


to cry and her young husband 
was telling her there was nothing 
to fear. 
Fears Showed Clearly 
Real fear showed clearly in tile 
eyes of the mother with two 
small children. (They now are 
missing and presumed lost) 
It was near 7 p.m. <EST> when 
No. 2 engine started to shower 
sparks. Then there was a loud 
thump and No. 2 was feathered. 
It was the pilot’*—John Mur­ 
ray—turn to talk to the passengers 


and over the intercom speakers 
the passengers heard, “ We are 
going to ditch.” 
One could feel the plane drop­ 
ping now, lights were turned out 
so the eyes could get used to the 
darkness. 
Then the announcement “get 
ready to ditch” and within min­ 
utes came the hard crash and the 
struggle to get out of the sinking 
plane started. 
There was no panic. Just every­ 
one moving to the escape hatches. 


The seas were rough and the 
wind was blowing and in the 
black of the pight nothing but 
struggling 
swimmers 
could 
be 
seen. 
Only the cries “Where are the 
rafts, where are the boats?” could 
be heard. 
When on the left side of the 
plane a raft did drift by it soon 
became 
packed 
as 
exhausted 
swimmers were pulled on. 
Packed Two Deep 
In no time the wet and scared 


survivors were packed two deep 
in the 20-man raft. 
For nearly five hours this mass 
of humans was tossed around by 
the seas, often sprayed with cold 
water and most of the time waist 
deep in water. 
The hours passed slowly and 
search 
planes 
overhead 
added 
much to the hope that help would 
soon be on the way. Tile raft was 
upside down and a1] emergency 
equipment wa* out of reach. 
Only a flashlight salvaged by 


plane Capt. John Murray was on 
the raft and this proved to be the 
life-saving piece of equipment. 
The first sure sign of help was 
when the green running light of 
this ship (Celerina) was spotted. 
It wa* almost an hour later when 
the ship’s search light—guided by 
the lone flashlight on the r a f t- 
spotted the raft. 
Said the ship s captain, “ If it 
was not for the flash light it 
would have taken much longer to 
find the raft.”
